I'lir 'McGill football team leaves al 5 
o'clock to-day for Syracuse, to engage 
the Orange eleven in the second annual 
gridiron contest between the two col- 
leges. The squad nut in a bard day's 
work at tbe Stadium yesterday afternoon 
ill the last strenuous drill prior to tbe bit; 
contest on Saturday, scrimmaging against 
the second team for about two hours. 

The men showed plenty of pep and 
the back field appears to ho at top form 
Rut what the line will be able to do 
against tbe heavy Syracuse aggregation 
is a question which is causing Coach 
Shaughncssy no end of care. 

The McGill mentor has hen obliged 
to make some eleventh hour changes, due 
to the reappearance of the well known 
Mr. Jinx. The injury to "Dink" Car- 
roll's arm received in the Queen's game 
in Kingston on Saturday leaves the Mc- 
Gill team without the services of a re- 
liable punter. Carroll is one of the best 
hooters in Canada, and it is douhtful if 
he has many peers in the country below 
the border. TTc rarely went through a 
«ame without getting off one or two 60 
yard punts, and his average vas always 
close to 45 for a • -""c. With him out 
of the game, and Flanagan's ankle in 
douhtful shape, Shaughncssy is using 
Murphy, a newcomer, at fullback, to do 
the. punting, and Flanagan has been shift- 
ed to left end. Murphy is a youngster, 
and is the lightest man on the team, tip- 
ping the scales at less than HO rounds, 
but in Saturday's game he got off sev- 
eral good punts, and showed flashes of 
defensive ability. 

"Eddie" Crain and "Cones" Little will 
fill the halfback positions, and should 
hold down their jobs in the approved 
fashion. "Don" Baillic, the veteran 
quarterback, will direct plays. "Don" 
has been showing great line plunging 
ability, and can be depended upon to 
make the odd yard or two in a pinch. 

On the wings "Shag" is using Cyril 
Flanagan and Sclby Cope. Flanagan, at 
halfback, has been the mainstay of the 
Red and White attack for three years, 
and this will be his final game. As a 
defensive man he has few superiors, and 
his speed should help him in getting 
down under punts. If his ankle holds 
out he may be counted on to give 
brilliant performance. At right end is 
Selhy Cope, who starred on the 1919 
Championship team, but has been out of 
the game for several years. It is not

LARGE POLITICAL 
DEMONSTRATION 

Constitutionalists Campaign 
Cry Given 

Yesterday afternoon in front of the 
Art» building a lively political open- 
air meeting was held, and the Consti- 
tutional party made a strong bid for 
support. The procession came out 
from behind the law building, led by 
a bass drum, and rolling a beer bar- 
rel with much ceremony. Once in 
front of the Arts building, the proces- 
sion halted, and a speaker got up to 
address a handful of onlookers. 

Soon, however, a crowd gathered 
and in a short time nearly two hundred 
students were attentive listeners. Four 
speakers in all expressed their views, 
and the Constitutional supporters en- 
couraged them at times with loud 
"Rah! Rahs!" Toward the conclusion 
of the meeting a few ardent Progres- 
sives interrupted proceedings, but not 
to any great extent. The duration was 
but fifteen minutes, after which the 
gathering dispersed. 

The banner of the Constitutionals 
bore the startling inscription: "Ra- 
tional — National — Vote Constitution- 
al." This gives v a distinct clue as to 
the feelings of the party, and the 
•pcatort also gave other parts of the 




platform. The erection of a gymnas- 
ium was advocated forcibly; all that 
has been done in this line so far is to 
dig two holes in front of the Union, 
ruining a couple of tennis courts. 

Bonar Law recently described Lloyd 
George's platform as a yawn— and the 
Progressive's is characterized by the 
Opposition as asleep. Whether or not 
the meeting was successful will be evi- 
dent after tonight.

Lectures Suspended at Four 
O'Clock Friday P.M. 



Much interest is being shown 
around McGill as to who will win the 
Varsity-Queens game at Kingston on 
Saturday. The possibility of a play 
off between Varsity and Queens at the 
McGill Stadium should Varsity win 
Saturday's game is the principal cause 
of this wide interest. Both teams arc 
putting on their strongest players, al- 
though Queens has bad a line of bad 
luck through the illness of George 
Awrcy, their coach. "Shag" Shaugh- 
ncssy has been asked to go and coach 
them, but Shag will be loo busy over 
the week-end because o( McGill play- 
ing Syracuse in Syracuse, N.Y., on 
Saturday. The Toronto University 
Graduates' Society in Montreal is mak- 
ing up a party to go to Kingston to 
sec the game and invites any McGill 
men who may wish to go to hand in 
their names to Branchlcy or Fraser at 
the Union. The reduction of the fare 
to one and a half instead of a full two- 
way fare should be noted. Toronto 
University in Toronto has 600 seats 
for the game. There is good chance 
that Toronto will scud about 50 tick- 
ets to be disposed of in Montreal. The 
Toronto University Graduates' So- 
ciety have already 35 seats, but Mc- 
Gill men will have to give way to To- 
ronto men in the city first. This gives 
McGill rugby fans an opportunity to 
see. what probably will be the most ex- 
citing game of the Intercollegiate rug- 
by championship. A -close game is as- 
sured as there is a great deal at stake. 



McGill is to be especially Itonoured 
at tomorrow's Convocation when the 
degree of LL.D. will be conferred 
upon Admiral Sims, late of the U.S. 
Navy. This is the second special occa- 
sion of degree conferring this fall and 
from present indications it will be a 
remarkable event in the hisiory of Mc- 
Gill. Lectures arc to be cancelled at 
four o'clock tomorrow afternoon in all 
faculties in an endeavour to enable all 
students to be present at the Convoca 
lion Hall of the Royal Victoria Col- 
lege when the ceremonies will take 
place. Class presidents and various 
organization heads about college have 
been urged to do all in their power to 
bring about a representative atten- 
dance from the student body. Those 
undergraduates who attend will as 
sume an active portion of the pro 
gramme when they will be asked to 
join in the singing. The Glee Club 
will have charge of this and its efforts 
will be supplemented by the assistance 
of the Mandolin Club. 

Admiral Sims is one of the many 
notables granted a degree by McGill 
in absentia, and will be one of a num 
her who have come at different times 
to reclaim their honours. Owing to 
the demands made upon him during 
the war as Admrial of the United 
States Navy, Admiral Sims was incap 
able of being present until tomorrow. 
Sir Arthur Currie, as Principal of the 
University, will take over official con 
Irol of the affair, while the Faculty wil 
he well represented. 



The stage is set for the greatest po- 
litical meeting in the history of old 
McGill, when Parliament rc.-assemblcs 
tonight. The interest manifested in 
the meeting is exceptional and a rec- 
ord turnout is assured. The women 
particularly arc invited to witness the 
opening session from the ladies' gal- 
lery. The Progressives, who arc in 
power at present under R. K. Jones, 
will attempt to retain their majority in 
the House, while the Constitutional- 
ists will try to gain the popular sup- 
port of their new platform. It is very- 
hard to prophesy what the result oi 
the session will be, but it is unlikely 
that there will be anything so startling 
as a political landslide, for both parties 
have sage proposals to make, and both 
policies will find a fairly evenly divid- 
ed following. 

Both parties arc very active just at 
this time, and are eagerly claiming 
supporters. Particularly noticeable arc 
the soap-box methods being used now 
on certain parts of the campus. 
A few words in regard to the respec- 
tive merits of the two platforms might 
be of interest to undecided electors. 
The "fourteen points" of the Progres- 
sives, which were mentioned yesterday 
are very comprehensive, but rather too 
rambling. Many of these points will 
never be brought forward, such as 
point 9, regarding the increase of the 
navy personnel. Tlie Constitutional 
policy, however, is carefully compiled, 
and presents a very strong pica for 
fame. Following the address from the 
Throne by Sir Arthur Currie, and the 
debate on it, the main bill for the even- 
ing will be one to increase the perma- 
nent force of Canada from the present 
2,500 to approximately 10,000. Noth- 
ing is more important than the phys- 
cal well-being of the citizens of Can- 
ada and this most effectively can be 
achieved through the agency of an ef- 
ficient military force. Canada, too. 
cannot lightly dismiss the thought of 
war and cannot afford to feel too se- 
cure; she must be prepared. Every 
man must be a man and ready at any 
moment to play the role of a citizen. 

In the Cabinet which is given be- 
low, there are several important chang- 
es which will be noted with interest 
by all:

ear Sir. — The letter, harshly crit- 
of my report of last Wednesday's 
gby game at St. Anne's, which ap- 
peared in yesterday's Daily, would 
have been let by by mc unchallenged, 
wcrc.it not for the fact that embodied 
in. it was a serious charge — that of 
misrepresentation of fact. As an out- 
burst of spleen at having lost a game 
I considered the letter unworthy of 
notice, but as an accusation against mc 
of telling deliberate lies, I thought it 
right to offer some explanation of the 
state of affairs. 

To deal with letter in detail: "The 
breaks were entirely with McGill"; 
this is undoubtedly true, and because 
of its truth it is one of the sentences 
which appeared in the report in ques- 
tion. "McGill went through Mac's line 
like water through a sieve", with the 
exception of the first live minutes of 
play when the Green and Gold receiv- 
ed due recognition for making their 
yards in one down, this was exactly 
e case. 



The fact that McGill chose to kick 
when at two yards from touch is no 
more inexplicable than that Macdonald 
could not score and gave up the ball 
to McGill when within a few feet of 
the line. 

The statement "that 90 per cent of 
McGill's plays were end runs will bear 
looking into" is true. It certainly will 
bear looking into, and will bear look- 
ing into by the most critical of ex- 
perts, whose decision would bring to 
light the fact that nothing but the 
truth was reported. 

The closing paragraph of the letter, 
in taking exception to the use of the 
word "whitewash" aiid in making the 
odious comparison between the 'Var- 
sity-McGill game and that of last 
Wednesday, takes the palm. The de- 
feat at the Stadium was perhaps a 
worse one than the Aggies suffered, 
but with its score of S2-S it was not à 
white wash, whereas last Wednesday's 
score of 28-0 was a whitewash in the 
commonly accepted sense of the word.

In a novel and ratker interesting way, 
\rts '24 yesterday afternoon, chose 
Boyes and Killoway to represent them 
the inter-class debating tournament, 
whicli commences in the near future. 

The men of the class were asked to 
give short informal talks on subjects of 
their own choice. 

Of those who spoke, Boyes, Killoway 
and Stone chose personal narratives as 
their topic. Cohen spoke on the Doc- 
trine of Sovereignty, Wilson on the 
Value of 1 liter-Class Debates, Silver 
stone on History and Brownstein on 
Advertising. 

Boyes gave an interesting account of 
an adventure he had on first trying to 
drive a "motor engine." How he was 
rescued by a friend after spending prac- 
ically all of the bitter cold night trying 
to get his engine to move, made an in- 
teresting story- 

Speaking in a way that would do jus- 
tice to a man of many years' experience, 
Killoway painted the picture of a dream 
he had while on the firing line, that al- 
most moved the listeners to tears. 

Stone spoke of an attempt of some of 
his friends and 'himself to kill a moose 
with one pistol shot, and described the 
feelings of the men as they sat around 
the camp fire eating pork and beans in- 
stead of the venison they had expected. 

Cohen, speaking on the doctrine of 
sovereignty, proved to the audience that 
it was absolutely necessary to the wcl 
fare of mankind that there be some per- 
son or persons in authority over a coun- 
try in whose power it was to enact laws 
for that country. 

Wilson pointed out that at some time 
during a man's life he was sure to be 
called upon to make a speech. The ni- 
ter-class debates at college, he continued, 
provided a man with the means of be- 
coming confident in public speaking. 

Silvcrstone's brief talk was effective 
in showing the importance of history, 
while Brownstein traced the History of 
Advertising from the time of the He- 
brews through the Greeks and Romans 
down to the present day. Until 1860 
newspapers considered it debasing to 
carry advertisements, whereas, it is es- 
timated that at least 20 billion dollars 
would be spent next year in this me- 
thod of creating a market. 

The judges were Messrs. Davis, 
Teaklc and Read. Davis preceded his 
decision by pointing out that the keep- 
ing of hands in the pockets and looknig 
at the ceiling were among the speakers^ 
most outstanding faults. 

In choosing the men no attention w as 
paid to the subject matter, but merely to 
the style and force of the speaker. 

The men chosen to represent the class 
have pleasing and forceful deliveries, and 
Arts '24 is in a strong position to bid for 
the championship of the Inter-Class De- 
bating League.

President Don 
Foss was unable to attend, owing to 
having turned out for the last Senior 
Rugby workout, preparatory to the 
Syracusc-McGill game. Vice-Presi- 
dent Brewer took the chair and the 
meeting was called to order. Secre- 
tary Fraser read the minutes of the 
last meeting, which were adopted as 
read on a motion by A. O. Leslie.

The last item brought up before the 
meeting was an invitation from the 
Quebec Athletic and Swimming Club 
to the McGill Junior Rugby team to 
play a match in Quebec City on Sat- 
urday. The decision rendered was 
favorable, being made on the remark 
that McGill should encourage teams 
from down Quebec way to compete 
with her, and in that way create an 
interest in, McGill activities and ath 
lctics in the old Capital.
